We have barely space to call atten- 
tion to the report of yesterday's legis 
lative proceedings. The conduct of 
the Government members was out- 
rageous; and the action of the Speaker in 
putting a motioa to adjourn Avhilo a 
meriiber was addressing the Hquse, and 
leaving the chair -vvithoufc calling for 
the ''noes," was the most highhanded 
act over perpetrated in a British Prov 
ince. It is a pity that there does not 
exist a constitutional mode of punish- 
ing an officeV who introduces into the 
Assembly tactics that would disgrace a 
whisky saloon. In vulgar parlance, 
the Ministerialists are playing them 
selves out in the estimation of tho 
country with lightning rapidity. 

SENATOR CORNWALL AND THE 
BE PLY TO THE SPEECH. 



Tho following condensed report of 
this hon. gentleman's speech in the Se- 
nate -vsill interest our i-eaders.' In ris 

ing to move the address, in answer to 
tiio Speech from tho Throue, ho said: 
"A duty as well as an honor devolves 
upon nic. I may feel it in one sense, 
at all events, a source of regret that 
cannot plead youthful inexperience in 
addressing this honorable House. It 
is, however, only in bne'';Seiise that I 
use this term, for I am'-'proud to say 
that during tiie last seven years I have 
had the honor of sitting in this august 
assembly, and although I cannot ask 
your indulgence as: a^yputhful member 
who essays his first^ effort 'before you, 
yet I feel certain that I can fall back 
upon that kindness with which you 
have always listened to mo on former 
occasions, when I felt tho necessity of 
asking you to give me your attention. 
I now purpose i;,to. take' the Speech 
which His^Excellency was gracious 
enough to deliver to us in this Cham- 
ber, and shortly comment upon it para- 
graph by paragrapli. I find in the ear- 
ly part of that Speech that His Excel 
lency gi'accfully expresses the satisfac- 
tion he has felt in having been selected 
by Her Majcst}' to fill tbio" high and 
important ollioc ho occupies. lie then 
expresses tho gratification it affords 
him to seek our aid and co-operation 
Further on he thanks tho people of 
Canada for the kind reception tliey 
have given to himself, aud further tells 
us he has Her Majesty's commands to 
thank the people or Canada for the 

■ ' cordial reception they accorded to her 

daughter. Now, hon. gentlemen, I 
think I .shall have tho whole feeling of 
the Senate of Canada with ino when I 
try to express tho reciprocal .satisfac- 
tion which is aflbrded us all by tho 
events to which His Excellency has al- 
luded. I think we shall all agree that 
, in the choice of the Marquis of Lorxe 

■ as Governor-General of this Dominion, 
a wise and judicious selection has been 
made. In him we have not only the 
heir of one of the j^rincely Houses of 
Great Britain, but wei have one who, 
still in tho prime "and vigor of man- 
hood, approaches middle age and the 
highest development of his intellectual 
powers, while already he has given to 
the world ample evidence of his litera- 
ry attainments and high education." 

■.gii^fThe;bon.'igeiitleinim^^^t^^^ referred to 
' the ' Canadian' exhibits at Paris last 
year, and paid a deserved compli- 
ment to the lato Government "whose 
efforts on that occasion secured tho 
success of which Canadians were so 
justly proud." The payment by tho 
United^ States Goyernment of the 
amount awarded for fishery claims was 
gratifying. It was a pity to interfere 
with the cattle trade, but tho cattle 
plague which has developed itself in 
the United States compelled this Gov- 
ernment to prohibit for a temporary 
period the inijiortation of cattle from 
that country. The attempt to develop 
our trade with France and Spain aud 
their colonies had his hearty approval. 

We regret we cannot place before 
our readers a full report of the Sena- 
tor's excellent eloquent speech, and 
must make room for what he did say 
on the question that concerns our- 
selves — the Railway: — "I regret, I 
must say, that His Excellency did not 
see tit, or, perhaps, had it not in Wis 
power, to explain to us more clearly 
the cours3 which tho Government in- 
tend to adopt with reference to tho 
great question, tho Pacific liailway. 
The words made use of in the Speech 
are most carefully guarded, and, in ; 
fact, to myself, are somewhat unintelli- 
gible. For instance, it is stated that j 
it is the intention of the Government 
to press for the most vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the railway. Now, if that little 
word "for" had been omitted, and if it 
had been stated that it was the inten- 
tion of the Government to press "for- 
ward" the vigorous construction of that 
railway, the words would have been 
more intelligible, more satisfactory, and 
I take it, they wovild have been more 
in accordance with the later expression 
of their wish to meet the just and rea- 
sonable expectations of British Colum- 
bia. They merely ask that, the sur- 
veys liaving been now completed, the 
proper I'oute having been selected and 
located, with, for the present, a termin- 
us at Eurranl Inlflt, that tho construc- 
tion of that western portion of the line 
be immediately commenced, and that, 
too, on a small scale, if the present 
state of tho finances of the country 
jn'eclude more extensive operations. I 
think the Government, and hon. mem- 
bers of tiiis House, will agree with me 
that, on the part of British Columbia, 
such expectations are ; both jusb and 
reasonable. At the same time, while 
I liave somewhat complained of the 
moagi'O information that has been af- 
forded to us on this important subject 
by the Speech from the Throne, yet I 
do not conceal from myself tho very 
important fact that this great work is 
now in the hands of its original pro- 



jectors. Many of tho most prominent 
members of the present Goveniment 
were members of tho former Adminis- 
tration which agrefed upon the tern's 
of union with British Columbia, anci, 
as far as I am aware, every member of 
the present Government recognized the 
completion — the early completion — of 
this gi-eat work as a necessity ; not only 
as a necessity to satisfy the just expec- 
tations of British Columbia, hut as a 
necessity to solidify and to give cohe- 
sion to the distant Provinces of this 
Dominion, and to make Confederation 
a fact, instead of what it is at present, 
merely a name. Xo members of this 
Cabinet, I am glad to say, have, cither 
publicly or privately, inveighed against 
the far-seeing statesmanship which 
some years ago — I am sorry to say 
many years ago now — was able to 
grasp the necessity and foresee the 
good of this great undertaking; and I 
believe that this Government, indivi- 
dually and collecJ;irelj^,*liav.e. every in- 
tention, as far lies in their power, 
to carry this great work to an im- 
mediate and satisfactory conclusion." 
In readjusting the tariff British Colum- 
bia would ho feared be the chief suf- 
ferer. Our imports come from the 
United States, and suohis our geograph- 
ical position that.we must continue to 
be supplied from that quarter until the 
railway is completed # * * * * 
iSTevor, perhaps, in the history of Can- 
ada, was it more necessary that there 
should bo experienced, eminent and 
capable men at the bead of affairs than 
at tho present moment. It is as im- 
[lossible, as it would be unwise, to at- 
tempt to conceal from ourselves the 
eminently unsatisfactory state of the 
commercial aiul industrial interests of 
the country; and although wc may feel 
every confidfinco in the capacity of those 
to whom are entrusted such grave mat- 
ters, yet we cannot sliut our eyes for 
a moment to the arduous nature of the 
task which lies before them in attempt- 
ing to restore to Canada some of the 
prosperity which she enjoyed some five 
years ago. I am sure that their exer- 
tions in that direction will bo loyally 
and ably seconded in this House; and 
I feci confident in predicting that com- 
ing years will crown their efforts with 
success, and ensure to this great. Do- 
minion a relief from its present diflicul- 
ties and trials, and future? peace^and 
prosperity to its people."

— It is said here 
Queen Victoria will leave London at 
the end of March for the continent, 
resting one night at the British em- 
bassy here and then proceeding to Italy. 

St. Peteksburo, March 1. — The 
rebellion against the Chinese Govern- 
ment in Kashgar has been completely 
crushed and the remnants of the de- 
feated force are returning to Russia. 



AFRICA. 
London, March 1. — A Capetown 
dispatch says affairs in tho Transvaal 
cause considerable anxiety. It is re- 
ported that Repus intend to reconvene 
the old Volksroad, dissolved by Sir 
Thophilus Sliepstone, and elect a Presi- 
dent of the Republic. It is reported 
also that a majority of Transvaal Boer.s 
will decline to take -part against the 
Zulus. ' A dispatch from Cetymayo to 
Genl. Krugar, former President of 
Transvaal, asking the Boers to renmin 
neutral, has bpen intercepted. The 
commander of a Dutch station had 
seized and sent back to the Zulus the 
cattle captured and sold to tlio settlers 
on the ground that the Zulus might bo 
expected to .invade Transvaal to recap- 
ture their cattle. The British magis- 
trate had issued a warrant for the ar- 
rest of the commander, but an attempt 
to execute would probably be forcibly 
resisted, Tlie leaders of the Dutch 
party protest against those reports and 
against the su.spicions of an alliance, 
present or prospective, between the 
Boers and tho Zulus. Many Boers arc 
serving elliciently with Col. Wood's 
column, and Tran.svaal is itself threat 
encd both by Sct^coeni and by Kaffirs 



In speaking to tbcAddress in the 
Senate on the ICth February, Senator 
MacDonaKl said. — I had no intention 
to say anything on this occasion, and I 
rise with greater reluctance as two 
members from our Province have spok- 
en; but owing to a remark dropped by 
the mover of the Address, I am called 
to my feet. First of all, I have to con- 
gratulate him "on his very able .speech. 
I fully endorse tho expressions of loy- 
alty and affection to the Sovereign, 
and to the f Governor-General and his 
Royal Consorts " The hon. gentleman, 
in tho course of his .speech, fell into an 
error, which I cannot let pass without 
contradicting it. It is wall known 
there is a diversity of opinion with re- 
spect to tho route of the Pacific Rail- 
way in our Province, ^ and.Al;lci^nnot 
allow his words to go to 'tlie country 
unchallenged. I believe he said tho 
line had been surveyed and selected in 
tho Province I give that a nicsl em- 
phatic contradiction. I believe it has 
not been fixed upon yet; and if I am 
wrong, perhaps tho Government will 
set me right. It is true, the late gov- 
ernment acted as tiiough the lino had been 
located. It is true, they spent money 
they ought not to have spent; but the 
route remains an open question. 1 am 
very much pleased to hear of the pro- 
gress made in opening up ;Manitoba and 
tho Northwest; but it would give me 
much more satisfaction if the original 
project, couimencihg simultaneously the 
work of construction at the cast and 
west ends of the Pacific Railway, had 
bcou aillinred to. I think it would be 
out of place to introduce a railway dis- 
cu.ssion into this debate ; but I will 
state this : we have been living on ex- 
pectations for a long time, and we find 
it a mighty poor and unsatisfactory 
dish. We are very hungry for some- 
thing more substantial, and we hope 
that something Mill be done to satisfy 
our reasonable expectations — for they 
are reasonable. If the . Gpvornment 
could spend only $200,000 this year in 
our Province, it would satisfy us. It 
would be an indication of a hona fide 
intention to commence the work. 
With regard to the proposed change in 
the tariff, 1 know that our Province 
cannot iniiuence the policy of the Gov- 
ernment, but I- woiild ask the considera- 
tion of the Government^ to , pur. con- 
dition. A higher tariff will beair very 
heavily upon us. We have no manu- 
factures, and have to iniport everything 
we use. Wo cannot get access to your 
markets here, in consequence of the 
distance that separates us, and the 
great cost of freight, We are there- 
fore shut out of all markets but thoso of 
foreign countries, and we will feel the 
burthen of increased taxation, while 
our Provincial revenue is so small that 
we cannot carry ..on ,.publio;.works; so 
that our people will have no work and 
an increased tariff At the same time, 
if our expectations were to a certain 
extent met, the people would not niiiid 
how high the tariff was raised.' ' • X

Til- 
ley having given tho usual formal no- 
tice last Monday that he would on Fri- 
day move tho House into Committee 
of Supply and Ways and Jleans, a con- 
clusion has been jumped at that lie 
would on that day introduce tho bud- 
get, and announce the proposed changes 
in the tarifl" and for three days past 
importers have been busily engaged in 
passing entries at tho Custoim ' House, 
and withdrawing goods at the ware- 
house. Tills haste is, however, un- 
necessary, as tho Finance Jlinister will 
not announce the Government policy 
on the tariff in question for ten days 
yet, which will bo about the usual 
time for delivering the budget speech.

ROADS, STREETS AND SURVEY.S. 

Mr. Wilson moved for a return ahowing 
the sums expended on roads, strcuts, and 
surveys from 187i to 1878 inolusivo, de- 
tailed in years and districts. Adopted. 

UEMETEKY ACCOUNTS. 

J[r. Wilson moved for a return consist- 
ing of statement of accounts and reports 
of Trustees appointed under the Cemetery 
Ordinance, 1870. Adopted. 

WHARVE.S AND mUDGHS. 

Mr. J. W. Williams moved for a rotiirii 
showing the expenditure on bridges and 
wharves in each district and in each j'oar, 
from 1874 to 1878, inclu.sivo; and also 
the sums collected thereon, either as tolls 
or wharfage, with the cost of collection. 
Adopted. 

LAND AMENDMENT, 1878. 

Mr. Smithe moved That this Hou.so 
is of opinion that it ia not desirahlo to 
charge 24 i)or cent, per annum interest on 
unpaid purchase money of lands acciuired 
by pre-emption and occupied by actual 
settlers, and that the Land Amendment 
Act, 1878, should bo amended so as to 
exempt such land from payment of such 
interest. 

In moving tiio resolution' ho said ho 
felt certain that .on both sides of the 
House it would be conceded thut the ob- 
ject of the motion was a' good' one. It 
would bo remembered that when the Act 
of 1878 which imposed the 24 per cent, 
interest was under consideration lie asked 
the Attorney-General if it would apply to 
pre-emptions, and had been told that 
it would not. On'tho strength of that an- 
swer the Opposition had contented them- 
selves with opposing the r.ato of interest 
considering it to bo under any cireum- 
stancoa cxceaaivo. Ho had no fault to 
find, with the Governr.iont trying to make 
speculators pay up the money they owed 
for land they were holding in largo tracts 
with a view of realizing handsomely on 
them in the future. The locking up of 
lands in that w.'iy was Injurious to tho 
districts, preventing settlement and the 
development of the agricultural roaources 
of tho countr3'; but tliu real settler who 
took up ICp or 320 acres v.'as aii acquisi- 
tion to the Province as soon; ns ' be com- 
menced to bbcupy and cultivate 'his hold- 
ing. Tho settler paid interest to tho 
Government in many ways without hav- 
ing to pay this 24 per cent. As soon as 
his pre-emption was recorded ho had to 
pay real jjroperty tax upon it, then he ac- 
cumulated personal property and was 
taxed for that. :.^. Thifl:ho said was paying 
interest for tlio privilege of occupying the 
land. Besides that, every acre the settler 
reclaimed from the wildeniosa and made 
fruitful added something to the wealth of 
of tho country, and that wa.H interest in a 
very substantial furni. The Goveniinont 
liad tho best kind of security for tho mon- 
ey owing to them by prc-emptors. Lands 
hold by pre-emption were being rendered 
more valuable every year, because a sot- 
tier could not liold hind without making 
improvements, and as the land until paid 
for was still the property of tho Crown, 
it was obvious that the'' Government and 
country:, werov/sequre,,; ngainst loss. The 
purohasO; laoney- would. M certain to be 
paid sooner or later, and so long ns the 
country was deriving benefit from the oc- 
cupation and cultivation of such lands it 
made little diflorenco practically when 
tho money was paid. Tho total amount 
outstanding for pre-emptions would prove 
a very small sum to the Govornuiont, but 
to tho settler ■who did not have it, it 
would be large and might cripple him to 
pay it. If the agricultural interests were 
in a nourishing condition tho matter 
might stand in a different light, but every 
one know that at present that industry 
was in a very depressed state, and to en- 
force payment just now would bo to crip- 
ple seriously many a hard working pre- 
emptor, who, to escape tho 24 per cent, 
interest, would have to mortgage his place 
or sell off the stock that lie lia.s by per- 
severing industry succeeded in accumulat- 
ing around him; in which case he would 
probably be sot back so far that years 
would be necessary to enable hhn to re- 
cover hi.s lost ground. He hoped the 
resolution would be supported on both 
sides of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkein, in respect to the 
motion, referred the Speaker to the votes 
and,proceedinga of the House of the 5th 
Feby. when he had' ruled this question 
out of order. Besides this he did not 
think it was a fair motion as tho Govern- 
ment had already taken hold of the ques- 
tion in tho form of a bill, whicli was now 
before tho House. He would ask that 
the hon, gentleman be allowed to with- 
draw the motion, as he felt sure that ho 
did not intend any discourtesy to tho 
Government. 

Mr. Smitho said that he was glad to 
hear the Premier say he approved of this 
resolution on its merits, and that the 
Government intended to provide tho 
necessary protection in the bill submitted. 
Hb, s»id:hB Kad] given notice v . of ' the mo- 
tion before tho bill had been introduced 
and so intended no discourtesy, but ho 
failed to sec that the bill did make the 
necessary provision. However, after tho 
remarks of the Premier, he . was willing to 
withdraw tho motion and wait" until' the 
bill should be dealt with.

Hon. Mr. Walkem introduced a Bill in- 
tituled An Act to amend the Suinass Dyk- 
ing Act, 1878. 

Read a first time, second reading on 
Friday next.

Mr. Vernon asked tho loader of the 
Govornmont whether it was the intention 
of the Government to romunerato tho 
Commissioners appointed to investigato 
the charges brought against tho late Pre- 
mier, Mr. Elliott, by tho two members 
for Kootenay? 

Hon. Mr! Walkom saic^ tho Govern- 
ment had come to no conclusion in respect 
to this matter, 



ASSESSMENT AMENDMENT BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, in moving tho se- 
cond reading of this bill, explained that 
its object was to remedy certain evils 
found to exist in tho present Act. 

Mr. Smithe said tho objection ho had 
to tho bill was not so mucli as to what it 
was as to what it was not. It makes no 
provision for taking ofT tlio 25 per cent. 
Hp said tho Government had obtained 
under false pretences practically tho pas- 
sago of the bill to amend the Assessment 
Act, 1878, at tho beginning of tho sossion. 
Then they represented to tho Opposition 
that they wore so anxious to send word 
to the collectors in the diflbront diatricta 
about the alteration of tho date for taxes 
becoming delinquent that they did not 
wish to occupy timo in considering other 
amendments to that Act which he (Mr. 
S.) had proposed; und as a further reason 
for hastily disposing of tho bill tho Gov- 
ernment had said they intended to intro- 
duce an Act to make further amendments. 
Tins Act did not propose to deal with tho 
delinquent tax question at all, and bo to 
all intents and purposes it was another 
instance of tho Government violating its 
pledges to tho House. But for tho pro- 
mise of tho Government. to deal with this 
particular matter ho never would have 
consented to the passing of tho other Act 
without firat submitting for uonsideiation 
of tho House amcndmonts to it which, if 
carried, would have removed that which 
ho considered an obnoxiou.s impost. Ho 
then referred to a clause in tho bill which 
ro-iinposed tho wild land tax upon pre- 
emptors and homestead settlers, and in 
scathing terms pointed out that tho Gov- 
ernment wore in almost everything they 
took in hand reversing the propious liber- 
al policy of tho House in dealing with ac- 
tual settlei-3. On a former occasion both 
sides of the Housu had united in exempt- 
ing pre-emptions from the piiyment of 
wild land tax, and there can bo no 
doubt that tho exemption was just and 
politic. Wo ought to hold out induce- 
ments to actual settlors to come in and 
and take up land. In every other coun- 
try it was considerod policy to do so, 
every additional settler having a recog- 
ed money value to tho country the mo- 
ment he set foot therein. Tho enlighten- 
ed men ■\vho at present rule the destinies 
of this Province evidonlly take a different 
view, and it seems to be their chief aim to 
throw every possible obstacle in tho way 
of the settlement of tho country (hear, 
hear). The hon. gentleman reviewed 
other portions of tho bill and said he 
would not oppose its second reading; but 
gavo notice that he ^i^ould move important 
amendments in committee with a view of 
abolishing tho 25 per cent., etc. 

Hon. Jlr. Humphreya said that had it 
not been for the action of the present 
Government to collect tho money duo 
thcni that tho Province would have before 
this been declared bankrupt. At tho time 
the lato Government berrowcd money 
there was really nothing to warrant them 
in their action, ns largo sums of money 
were then duo them had they only had 
the power to collect tlioae monies. He 
considered it made no difl'erenco whatever 
wliether a man was a pro-emptor or not. 
Ho knew the laws of tho land and if he 
took up arable land he should pay for , it. 
He did not think it was any hard.ship to 
exact a payment from them. This was 
the reason for tho introduction of tho 25 
per cent, interest on delinquent t.nxes. 
He contended that tho present bill had j 
not been introduced underfal.se pretenses. ! 

Mv. Wilson said the 25 per cent, had . 
been put on on account of tho inconipot- | 
ency of tho late Finance Minister to col- I 
Icct tho taxes. Tho leader of the Op- | 
position had again aired his eloquence in 
behalf of tho farmers. Ho (Mr. W.) 
thought if a farmer could not put $400 i 
wcrtii of improvements on his land with- | 
in a year of his taking it up ho -was not fit 
to have land, and the country would be 
bettor without him. (Oh! oh I) Ho con- 
sidered the speculator did far more good 
to the country, for ho did pay taxes, and 
sometimes improved his land also. It 
was a good thing to make tho settler pay 
this tax, it might stimulate him to do 
something, and it would bo a good thing 
if some of tho farmers, say in Cowiclian, 
could bo made to make more improve- 
ments, then there would be something to 
tax there. 

A long discussion followed on a point 
of order. 

Mr. Vernon moved that the House ad- 
journ. ' . 
Hon. Mr. Humphreys tliouglit that Mr. 

Mara should bo heard. 

jNIr. Wilson — After the ruling of Mr. 
Speaker it is wrong for the Provincial 
Secretary to make such a suggestion. 

Bill committed, Mr. Cowan in the chair. 

Mr. Smithe moved an amendment to 
clause 1, which was to repeal section 10 
of the Assessment Act, 1878, which im- 
poses 25 per cent, fino for delinquency of 
taxpaj-ers. 

The hon. mover proceeded to speak in 
support of his ainendment when ho was 
interrupted by 

Mr. Humphroys, who raised a point of 
order. 

Tho chairman said Mr. Smithe wa^ in 

order. 

A long and desultory discussion ensued, 
]\Ir. Smithe speaking to the question and 
Mr. Hunqihrcys interrupting, until tho 
committee and the chairman so strongly 
expressed disapprobation of tho course of 
the Provincial Secretary in persistently 
interrupting the speaker that ho left the 
House. It was hero noticed that the 
treasury bonchos and the Government 
side of the House generally were empty 
and on tho Opposition side a motion was 
made to rise. Cries from tho few left on 
the Government 'side of "Ring the bell! 
Ring the bell !" From the Opposition 
side of tho House came the cry, "The boll 
can't bo rung." In the midst of the con- 
fusion tho some one informed tho Gov- 
ernment supporters in the Speaker's room 
of the necessity of their prosonee in tho 
House, and the Provincial Secretary 
hastily returned, followed by a string of 
Government members amid cries from the 
Opposition of "There they come like a 
flock of sheep." The motion to 
rise was then withdrawn and Mr. 
Smitho continued to speak to his 
amendment, and ■was followed by Mr. 
Beaven who claimed that the amendment 
was out of order. 

Mr. Smithe quoted from authorities to 
show that he was in order, and pointed 
out that it was a thoroughly recognized 
privilege of «i private membep to move to 
reduce a tax although tho Govornmont 
alone could move to miposo one. 

Mr. Mara said the Government might 
as well say at once, This is our Bill — pa.s3 
it as it stands; it can't be amended. 

Hon. Mr, Walkem did not think the 
amendment in order because it affected a 
bill not before the committee. He might 
as well move to insert a clause with refer- 
ence to marriage liconsos which ho in- 
tended to introduce a bill to do. 

Mr. Smitho quoted from "May" to 
show that any amendment -ivliich 
was within tho subject matter of tho 
bill was in order;, that anything in refer- 
ence to marriage licenses would not bo 
within the subject matter of tho bill, but 
this amended clause was. Ho proposed 
to amend th« Asaessmen^ Act of 1878, 



which was really part and parcel of the 
Assessment Act now before _ the House, 
and if the Acts were consolidated after 
this session all tho Acts would be one 
Act. ■ - 

Tho Chairman ruled tho amendment 
out of order. 

Mr.' Smithe said ho would have to ap- 
peal against the ruling, and made an 
earnest appeal to the independent mem- 
bers of the House, showing- clearly that 
they had tho right to move to reduce tax- 
ation, and that if they gavo way now they 
would estah'ish a precedent which on an- 
other occasion thoy might sincerely re- 
gret. He pointed out with unmistakable 
clearness that every authority was on his 
sido, and challenged tho Government to 
produce a single j authority, > and showed 
that thoy had not 'done "so because they 
knew tho authorities wero dead against 
them. It was clear tho Government 
wished to avoid a veto on the substantivo 
question by shelving it on a point of 
order. 

After further discussion and much in- 
terruption from tho Governmont side tho 
motion to rise and report progress pre- 
vailed. 

The chairman reported. Tho speaker 
did not understand tho report. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven attempted to explain. 

Mr. Ash said tho Speaker could only 
take cognizance of what was reported by 
tho Chairman. . . 

Mr. Speaker-^Shall tlio docision of tho 
Chairman bo sustained ? 

Mr. Smithe asked what decision '( . 

^Ir. Speaker — The decision reported. 

Mr. Smitho — The House nuist under- 
stand what it is voting upon and tho ques- 
tion must bo mtolligontly put. 
■ , Several Government members endea- 
vored to instruct tho Speaker as to tho 
question. 

Mr. Jfara urged upon the Speaker to 
consult tho authorities. 

Mr. Ash inforniod tho Speaker that ho 
tliu inouth-pioce of the House and 
must decide according to authority. 

Mr. Pinibury said tho Govornmont 
wore acting like Shyloeks in opposing tho 
amendment (hear). 

i\Ir. Smitlie rose to speak. 

Mv. Evan.s — Sit down, sir; are wo to 
be kept lu!i-o all lii^^lil! 

-Mr. iSiiiitlic — Tlio (picstion lias refer- 
eneo to tho rights of tho people and must 
bo decided on its merits. The attempt of 
th'o Government to shelve this question is 
not creditable to them. Thoy do not 
wish to have the vote t.aken. Some of 
those members who su])port tho Govern- 
ment would scarcely venture to appear 
before tho people as supporters of tho 25 
percent, imposition. He made several 
quotations .from parlianieritiiiy riiles" in 
supiKu-t of his contention" that it was the 
duty of tho Speaker to decide the ques- 
tion and tli.-it tho chairman of tho com- 
mittee or tho Iluuae had no authority to 
do so. 

, Mr. Beaven — The act was brought in 
by a message from tho Lieut. -Governor in 
Council, If this amendment wore carried 
the Government should appoint collectors 
and pay thorn §150 a month; that would 
bo an interference with tho revenue, 
therefore tho auiendment is not in order. 

Mr. Vernon — Tlio explanation of tho 
hon. gentleman is surprising. What is a 
Government? Why, sir, this House is 
the Government and tho amendment is in 
order. He quoted from "May." It was 
tho Speaker's duty to decide and ho (Mr. 
V.) would bo glad to see him take a littlo 
time. 

Mr. Ash called on "Mr. Speaker to give 
his own opinion before putting the! ques- 
tion to the House. 

Several members here asked' what was 

the question. 

i\Ir. Speaker requested tho chairman to 
hand in his report in writing. 

Mr. Cowan handed in tho following 
report: "That the committee rise, re- 
port progress and ask leavo to sit again, 
and refer tho point of order. " 

Mr. Smithe wished his amendment to 
be read wiih tho report to make it in- 
tolligablo to tho public as woU as to tho 
House. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that tho amendment 
must bo read. 
Hon. Mr. Walkom said he had no right 

to rule so. 

Cries from tlie Government benches, 
"Put the (lueation, Mr. Speaker! 

Mr. Speak-er — Shall the chair be aus- 
tained ! 

Cries of yes ! 

Mr. Speaker (huiTiedly)K-Oarned. 
Mr. Smithe rose' tb a point of order. 
Mr, Galbraith moved that the Houso 
adjourn, Mr. Smitho being still on his 

foot.

Another paragraph of tho speech to 
which I will shortly allude, refers to 
the Pacific Railway, but I must say 
.when my hon. friend from British Col- 
umbia rose to move the Address, I, 
perhaps hastily, formed the impression 
that tlio differences which had hereto- 
fore occurred between the Government 
at Ottawa and tho Government of 
British Columbia had been brought to 
n happy conclusion ; but my impres- 
sions was perhaps a little too hasty on 
that point, for I observe that there still 
exists a good deal of difference of 
opinion between tthe hon. members 
from that Province and the Govern- 
ment of tho day. I may .s.iy that as a 
Canadian myself I should be most de- 
sirous to": seio . that vgreat undertaking 
carried into effect ' as speedily as is 
compatible, of course, with the financial 
position of the Dominion. I have in 
former debates in this House expressed 
opinions similar to those in the para- 
graph referred to. I havo expressed 
myself favorable as to' the great; results 
that may bo expected to flow from the 
construction of tlie Piicific Railway, 
and especially have stated in this House 
tho desirability of building what has 
been known as "missing link," from 
Keowatin to English River. That, I 
observe, if not under contract will pro- 
bably very soon be, and if tho Govern- 
ment can cany -thai; contract into effect 
on anything like'rensojiable'-'terms and 
within the next two or three years I 
think thoy will bo conferring a great 
benefit upon the Dominion at largo; 
and inore ospccially upon the province 
of Manitoba, which it is most desirable 
sliould be at once directly connected 
with the older Provinces of the Do-
